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in late July Chinese Gomunist authorities assembled a total of 10,000 militia 
from the Chefoo-Veihaiwei-Shihtao area and sent them to Antung by motor jiu 
as replacements for the Chinese Communist forces in Korea. 


Between 2 and 10 July 1951 the following Chinese Communist troops were 
transferred to Korea via lukden and Antung: 


ae Two armies totalling 50,000 men from the 1 Army Group, 1 Field Army, 
formerly stationed at Urumchi and under the command of ANG Chen (E % ). 


b. Ofte army of 20,000 men, 2 Army Group, formerly stationed at Sian and 
under the coumand of CHAO Shou~shan (#4 % 4). 


ce. One army of 30,000 men, formerly under the comand of SUN Lan~feng at 
Sulyuan and presently undcr the comand of YAO Che. A 


d. An artillery division, formerly stationed at Peltaying (jb k, %) 
and equipped with 96 x 7.5 ma (sic) field guns.2 


The 5 Arny Group (sic) was transferred to Tlinghua (125-57, 43-3) before eh 
July for replacement and regrouping.
